5. the juxtaposition of the student's Grade 1 STANFORD Test^ to Grade 3 
STANFORD Test was illustrative of substantial documented academic decline. Yet, 
DCPS did not observe this substantial decline and take action. Moreover, the Grade 1 
STANFORD Test results were per se poor Whilst the subsequent Grade 3 STANFORD 
Test results were a disaster. 

6, This child's academic difficulties and needs for support and help were 
acknow edged as early as Kindergarten in 1999. A DCPS kindergarten teacher 
docume rted that this student "needed support" (via grade "N") in Reading, Writing,
